eral re sc i v( system and what they collected in interest 
from the public is not published. 
A billion and a q uarter dollars Is a sum of money so 
vast that in the Infancy of this republic tile gove rnme nt 
Itself could not have dream ed of commanding sinh un 
amount as a capital sum, yet. in 
1927 the 
American 
people were able to pay out that much merely as rent 
for the use of a much greater amount. 
The capital am ount of money borrowed from these 
m em ber tan k s of the federal reserve system in 1927 
reached the total of 123,279,515,000. 
This is a sum not 
far short of what the government borrowed to fight the 
Europe-an war. 
Great Liberty Lain drives were staged to 
obtain loans of approximately this amount and the gov 
em inent Legged years in which to repay.

One of the popular pastimes Is the gathering of stalls 


tics concerning this or that, and then analyzing them In 
an effort to prove, or disprove, a theory or at least make 
a theory workable. 
The latest concerns the num ber 


of love affairs of an individual during a lifetime—and 


the fickleness of woman. 


This investigation into hum an relationship was made 


by the Bureau of Social Hygiene of New York city. And 


the reasearrh work, pursued in the most matter-of-fact 


m anner and scientific spirit, covers a period of four 


years. 
Now the report of the findings Is revealed for 


the first time. 


It seems that each Individual has seven love affairs— 
or rather that the average among the retu rn s gatb 
ered from 200 men and women Included In this survey 
Is seven each. 
And the statistics also disclose that the 
girls are more fickle than the men 
slightly more, that 
to. 
Among the 200 there were IOO men and an equal nurn 
ber of women. 
The men accounted for 681 love affairs, 
and the women for 677. 
Three of the women admitted, 
however, they had never loved any man. 
Twenty nine 
of the hundred m en—and they were all h u sbands- per­ 
mitted their affections to wander from the family circle, 
and forty-one of the wives among the 100 women found 
clandestine solace. 
Ages of the men and women In this survey Tanged 
from 23 to 59, the m ajority being between 30 and 40. 
These figures are interesting for the reason that they 
disclosed love affairs among the women In their 20’s, 
and that an o th er peak in the soaring of their affections 
w as attained In their 40’s. 
And It also was disclosed 
that the women folks reach the peak of their love affairs 
earlier than the men. 
T hat is to say, the women con 
centrated In fewer years, while the men permitted their 
am ours to extend over a longer period of years. 


Ju st w hat this survey will accomplish rem ains to be 
seen. 
Some will deny the authenticity of the figures. 
Others will laugh and say “W hat of it?" 
So It goes.

Expenses of one kind aud anotia! eat 
up most of the rent money, or interest. 
In 1927 the net 
profits of hanks mounted to only $1.35 for every $100 
lent compared with $1.37 iii 1926. 
A depositor places his money in the hands of a bank. 
He receives two, three, and som etim es as much as four 
per cent Interest on his deposit. 
That is the rent which 
the hanker must pay. 
It compares with the wholesale 
price the shoo m erchant pays for shoes.

banker lends that money to any one who w ants to bor­ 
row it; that is, any one whose credit is good. 
In other 
words he rents it out at a higher rent than what he bas 
to pay for if 
Now, in 1927. tho m em ber hanks paid out $3 30 a year 
lor every $100 of lim e deposits. 
Time deposits are 
represented bv money, such as savings accounts, which 
are not subject to immediate check hut will remain 
in the hank for some months. 
Upon demand deposits, 
that is, checking accounts subject to withdrawal without 
notice, the hanks paid in 1927 $1.30 Interest or rent and 
upon deposits made by other banks they paid $2 for 
every $100. 
The lowest rent, the $1 30 Item, was paid on the larg­ 
est volume. 
Demand deposits in 1527 amounted to $17,- 
862.042.000 
This was subject to check without notice. 
Many hanks pay no interest at all on such accounts 
The volume of tim e deposits for which the hanks paid 
$3 30 per $100 wad f 12,138,287,000 and the deposits of 
oth er banks on which 2 per cent Interest was paid was 
$4,119,518,000. 
Other expenses Include rent of hanking quarters, sal­ 
aries of officers and employes, insurance, and the many 
incidentals which arise In conducting an important busi­ 
ness. 
Ranks, more than almost any other sort c t busi­ 
ness. must have expensive buildings to be successful. 
It seems to he a part of the psychology of successful 
hanking. 
The public, apparently, feels more confident 
in a bank which has an imposing stone* edifice. 
Modern 
bank safes are extrem ely expensive. 
Of course there 
are banks of a1] sizes just as there are shoe stores. 
Some bank presidents draw no more salary than a gov­ 
ernment clerk of the lowest class, while others draw 
more than Hie president of the United Plates.

tellers’ windows, In the bookkeeping and accounting de­ 
partment, high class work is required and substantial 
salaries must lie paid.

We know of no board of 
sinking fund trustees iii the state that 
has evidenced such delinquency.”

Powelson 
also charges that the 
sinking fund trustees have been neg­ 
ligent in safeguarding city funds from 
losses in that the depositories have 
not been “required to file bond for the 
security of such funds.” 
The general 
code, the examiner points out, re­ 
quires that the depository security for 
the sinking funds must not be less 
than 20 per cent in excess of the max­ 
imum amount on deposit. 
In urging that the banks be required 
to furnish security for these funds.
